It will thas bo soon that the Committes has 
pronounced emphatically ageinst tho sreneral 
purchasé of cables by the Stato; indeed, it ia | 
urged that “the normal policy of this country 
and its dependencies should be toencoyrage 
“free trade in cables,” exception. to this rale 
only to be mado on the ground of national, not 
of private, interests, In view of this pronounce- 
ment, it appears that, in the future as 
in the past, private enterprise will: be loft 
to firther develop the’ cable systems of tha 
Empire on commercial liaes, but aided by the 
Stato under certain circamstanc-s (auch . as: for 
strategic ronsons), proferably by means of 


“quaranteds Of iiatinwiix revenue in placo-of 


subsidies, with sulliciont State contrul necessary. 
in the public interest. and to correct noy 
marked unreasonablenees on the part of the 
companies, With regard to the question of nu 
all-British oiblo the Committeo poiut out the 
value of such a cable in tino of war, on the 
agsumption that cables will not be cut by 
belligerents, but itia thought that our atrategic 
arranyements must be made on the assumption 
that a considerable proportion of cables will be 
eut. The Cominittes “thus arrive’ at two 
priuciples leading to diametrically opposite con- 
clusions. The more probshle it is that cables 
will. not be cat, the greater the value of au 
all-Oriti-h ¢cble. The mare probable it is that 
thoy can be ent, the greater value of acable touch- 
ing on forciga territory.” In view of these con- 
flicting considerations the Committes have not 
found it easy to formulate a genoral rule, bat 
the report goes on to say that “we think, 
however, that appreciable but not paramount 
value must he attavhed to All-Brilish routes ;' 
and wa regard it as desirable that. every 
important Colony or Naval base should possess 
one cuble to this country which touches only 
on Brilieh territory or on the tezritory of some 
friendly noutval. Woe'think that after this 
there should be os maty alternative cables as 
possible, but that these should be allowet to 
follow the normal routes suggested by com- 
mercial cduniderations.”

Dazar Sin.—I am directed to acknowledge 
tha recept, with thanks, of your communica- 
tion dated 28th May last, on the subject of 
Imperial Cable Communications, and to state 
that the Committes of this Chamber consider, 
ion of opinion by the Inter- 
Dopartmental Committee to the effect that, 
with the exception of those to the Gold Coast, 
and Nigeria, existing rates are not excessive, it 
is neeloss to continue the discussion for the 
present, In view, however, of the faet that the 
rates between India and Great Britain, and 
betwoon the Straits Settlements snd Great’ 
Britain had beon reduced after the issue of the 
Tnter-Departmontal Committee's Report, the 
Committee of this Chambor will shortly ouca 
more press for a reduction of the Hongkong 
rates.
